This increase, amounting to 300 
teams and 4500 players, brings the 
registered total to well over 27,000,

The history of the NSW v. 
Victoria clashes in soccer goes 
back a long way, long before 
Federation Day in 1901. 


In the 1880’s the two senior Sta- 
tes seemed to have fairly regular 
encounters, dominated mainly by 
NSW with three wins and three 
draws against two losses. 


Then contact was broken and the 
matches did not resume until 1913. 


After 1914 another nine years 
went past without a sigle match 
between the two States, and follo- 
wing the 1923 game in Sydney an- 
other five-year spell occurred. 


Between 1928 and 1940 NSW and 
Victoria met only once every four 
years — oddly enough, in the so- 
called Olympic Years. 


In the 1950's matches were held 
fairly regularly until 1956, when the 
NSW Federation was born and re- 
lactantly broke contact with the 
other States still under Association 
Tule, 


The period of Australian soccer 
“thaw” started with NSW’s visit to 
Melbourne in 1960. 


Even though the New South 
Welshmen lost 1:4, they performed 
@ great service by paving the way 
to negotiations on administrative 
level that eventually led to the for- 
mation of the Australian Federa- 
tion.
